Of all the vaxatious, unnecessary and un- 
profitable impediments that have been 


thrown in the way of the North-West settler 
by our paternal government the hay tax is 
probabiy the worst. Thatina country such 
as this, Where the the unoccupied land is of 
such vast extent,and of no possible present 
value except for pasturage and hay, when 
its use for these purposes in no way de- 
teriorates ifs value, and when its free use by | 
the pioneer settler is one great and chief at- 
traction found in the country, it would natur- , 
ally be supposed that a tax would be levied | 
on the air or water as soon as upon the hay. 
That ina country where millions upon mil- 
lions of tons of hay go to waste every year, | 
benefitting no one, a truly wise government 
would, instead of throwing hindrances in the | 
way of its being turned to account, hold out | 
every inducement to the farmer and stoci | 
raiser to turn as great a quantity of it as | 
possible into marketable cattle or horses, Or | 
taking the case of porlions of the country | 
where hay is scarce though pasturage plen 
tiful, the diffienlty of procuring sufficient | 
hay to carry stock through the winter might | 
have been thought suificient without putting 
a taxon besides. It might have been thought | 
enough that the winters of the North-West 
were so long and the distance to European | 
markets sufficiently great to form a heavy | 
enough burden to the cattle industry in the | 
western part of the Territories, withont in- | 
creasing the cost of production by taxing 
the necessary hay. 

The first attempt at dealing with hay is 
contained in section 41 of the land act of | 
1883, which provides that an area of not more | 
than 49 acres, the same being a legal subdi 
vision, may be leased by the minister to any | 
settler in the vicinity, at such rate 
upon such terms as the minister may think | 
fit. This provision was entirely permissive 
and merely secured a settler in his hay land, 
and if the rent charged was not too high and |

The report of the department of agriculiure 
statistics and health of the provinces of Mavi- 
toba for the year 1883 arrived by 


in small type. For 
ation contained in relation to 
treated of,and the excellence of arrangement, 
Printing aid binding, it stands pre-eminent 
and alone among all the reports issued by 
the general or any of the local governments 
or Canada.It is full froin cover to cover of 
valuable and interesting information, and the 
depuly minister of agricuiture to whose en- 
ergy it is due, deserves every credit for such 
& laborious and painstaking work. It is tou 
bad that a little of the encrgy displayed in 
the compilation of this report could not be 
diffused throughout the remaining depart- 
ments. The work is not less vaiuabie to 
the people of Edmonten than to those ot 
Manitoba, as it contains 
place and Prince Albert as well as from every 
district of the province, and enables us to 
judge with some degree of accuracy whether 
our choice in Coming to Edmonton was wise 
or otherwise. It is a favorite arnrument of 
grumblers bere that Edmonton istoofar north 
aud the winters consequently too long to al- 
low of profitable farming, and the fact that 
Edmonton isthe most northerly settlement 
yet touched by immigration helps the inter- 
ence. Admitting that there are drawbacks 
toagriculture in such a northern latitude 
ery ws there are other drawbacks in southern 
atitudes, On Comparing the reports from 
Prince Albert and Manitoba with that from 
Edmonton it will be seen that Edmonton bas 
a sunimer temperature equal to Manitoba, 
grows the same varieties of grain and fruit 
with equal success considering the newness 
of the settlement, raises stock with less dis- 
ease and Winters it more easily, and that 
seeding begins frou two to three wecks ear- 
lier than in the Winnipeg district, which is 
the garden of Manitoba, and as early as in 
the eariest part of the province. 

Tre kdionton report, which it will be re- 
membered was compiled caretully by Mr. J. 
Murphy, states that spring vliowing and seed- 
ing commenced on April 10th, was general 
ov Apolisth and ended on June Sth, The 
Prince Albert report was compiled by Mr. P. 
V. Gauvreeu,A.D.L. there and gives seeding as 
commencing about May loth, and ending 
June th. In Headingley seeding com- 
menced on May Srdand ended May 16th; in 
Kildonan commenced May 8rd aud eaded 
Ist; in the Mennonite settlement it
